SECRETARY’S OFFICE — MONKTON, MARYLAND 
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First Stakes At Marlboro 

Edward F. Farrell, Jr., president of the South¬ 
ern Maryland Agricultural Fair Association, op¬ 
erators of Marlboro Race Course, announced on 
February 21 that for the first time in the history 
of Maryland half-mile racing, a stakes race will 
be offered at a minor track. The race has been 
named the Marlboro Nursery Stake for two- 
year-olds and will be presented at Marlboro on 
Saturday, October 13, at 6^ furlongs. 

Nominations close May 15 at a fee of $10, 
the first of four $10 payments. Another fee to 
continue eligibility is due September 1, a third 
fee on October 12, and a starting fee October 13. 

Racing Secretary J. Fred Colwill said the $2,- 
500 added will have a split of $500 to second 
$250 third and $125 for fourth. The association 
will add a separate award of $250 to the breeder 
of the winner. 

In the event the Nursery is run in divisions, a 
purse of $2,000 added will be attached to each 
event. In addition, a trophy will be awarded 
but must be won by the same owner three times 
for permanent possession. A replica will be pre¬ 
sented to the winner each year. 

Eligibility Rule Stands 

At the meeting of the Maryland Racing Coun¬ 
cil held on January 4th, the Maryland major 
track representatives voted against making any 
change in the eligibility rule for horses of the 
cheaper-grades. The HBPA committeemen had 
drafted an eligibility rule which they felt would 
help the tracks card better matched fields in the 
minimum $2500 claiming price races, while at 
the same time give the lower-class horses more 
opportunities. 

The track managements were in favor of the 
proposed rule with the exception of the clause 
which required the tracks to card an average of 
a long and a short race for $2500 claiming price 
horses each day. When the horsemen and man¬ 
agements couldn’t reach a compromise on the 
disputed clause, it was voted to continue with 
the eligibility rules that have been in effect dur¬ 
ing the past two years. 

The eligibility regulations now in effect are 
based on the purse money a horse runs for rather 
than the claiming-price value placed on a horse 
when entered. 

The following regulations will remain in ef¬ 
fect: 

"Any horse six years old or older which has 
a race carrying a purse of less than $1,500, since 
July 1st prior to the opening of a meeting on any 
of the Maryland mile tracks, will be ineligible 
to be entered in any race at Bowie, Laurel or 
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Pimlico unless said horse has finished first, sec¬ 
ond or third in a race carrying a purse of $1,500 
or more since July 1st prior to the opening of 
any meeting at a Maryland mile track. 

"Any horse six years old or older which has 
started six times or more during the prior calen¬ 
dar year and which has not earned at least $1,000 
during the prior calendar year is ineligible to be 
entered at any Maryland Race Track unless the 
horse has earned at least $1,000 during the pres¬ 
ent calendar year. 

"Maidens, four years old and older, will only 
be eligible to run in Maiden Races and Races 
for horses which have never won two races or 
in a claiming race of $5,000 claiming price or 
less." 

Fillies Forgather 

Under the leadership of the new president, 
Mrs. Lucille Dettor, Thorobreds of Maryland 
enjoyed a delightfully sociable evening on Feb¬ 
ruary 14 at the Park Plaza Hotel in Baltimore. 
The buffet supper party on St. Valentine’s Day 
was a perfect medium for an informal get- 
together for the girls to become better acquaint¬ 
ed with members and members-to-be. Peggy 
Pemberton and Edna Blind were among the 
guests and became members of the association. 

The Thorobreds of Maryland was founded to 
bring together the women associated with 
racing in the State. 

Membership is open to all women affiliated 
with Thoroughbred racing. The next meeting 
is scheduled for the second Tuesday in April.

Business at other rac¬ 
ing centers, if it may be utilized as a touch¬ 
stone, is brisk, almost without exception. At 
Tropical Park and Hialeah, in Florida, vibrant 
crowds and robust wagering totals warmed the 
cockles of stockholders’ hearts. Indeed, Saul 
Silberman’s Coral Gables plant has seen no more 
opulent period than that of its most recent 
meeting. 

Here at home, Bowie has revaluated the John 
B. Campbell Memorial so that it has become 
Maryland’s first $100,000 handicap. And at 
Marlboro, Ed Farrell, still elated over his record- 
breaking 1955 meeting, has announced for the 
southern Maryland plant the first stakes race 
in the local history of half-mile racing. Another 
profession of confidence in the future is that 
only their meetings stand between substantial 
grandstand construction work at Pimlico and 
Timonium. 

STAKE IN THE FUTURE: Marlboro in¬ 
tends to present its stakes race on Saturday, 
October 13. To be known as the Marlboro 
Nursery, the event for two-year-olds will be 
endowed with $2,500 in added money and will 
be contested over the distance of 6 V 2 furlongs. 

Nominations, at $10 each, close May 15. An 
additional $30 will be required in the form of 
a $10 eligibility fee due September 1, and $10 
payments to enter and to start. Farrell, who gives 
credit for the idea to Owner-Trainer George 
Edel, describes the Nursery as a 'great step in 
the progress of half-mile racing,” and envisions 
the day when it may lead to a stakes series on 
the Maryland minor circuit. 

The winner of the Marlboro Nursery will re¬ 
ceive the $2,500 put up by the Southern Mary¬ 
land Agricultural Association as well as all 
nomination, eligibility, entrance, and starting 
fees. Furthermore, the winning owner will be 
presented with a challenge trophy which he will 
be entitled to hold for the year, or until he wins 
it three times. A replica of the larger trophy 
will be presented for permanent possession. The 
breeder of the winner will receive a bonus of 
$250. Awards of $500, $250, and $125 will go 
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to the owners of two-year-olds finishing second, 
third and fourth. Should the race draw more 
than Marloboro’s limit eight-horse field, it will 
be split, each division carrying $2,000 in added 
money. 

At the same time, Farrell announced construc¬ 
tion of a seven-furlong chute is being contem¬ 
plated by the track’s board of directors. Fur¬ 
thermore, the Marlboro prexy intends to increase 
the value of the Bob Hall Memorial Purse from 
$3,000 to $5,000. Even at its lesser value the 
Bob Hall was the richest purse of the Maryland 
half-mile circuit. It will be restricted to horses 
placed in feature races on the minor circuit 
during 1956. 

ALL O’ HAFIZ: Larry MacPhail, owner of 
Glenangus Farm, Bel Air, has purchased from 
The Aga Khan the four-year-old colt, Hafiz II. 
Rated at 120 pounds on the English Free Handi¬ 
cap, four pounds below top-ranked Meld, Hafiz 
II won two stakes in France last year as well as 
Ascot’s Queen Elizabeth II Stakes at a mile, 
and the ten-furlong Champion Stakes at New¬ 
market. In the latter event he beat, among others, 
Darius and Panaslipper, both of which contested 
the 1955 Washington, D. C., International at 
Laurel. 

Hafiz II is a son of the unbeaten Nearco, from 
the mare, Double Rose II. Due to the serious ill¬ 
ness of The Aga Khan, plans for the colt’s 1956 
campaign are somewhat nebulous. In late Febru¬ 
ary it still was undetermined whether Hafiz II 
would race in England under the Moslem lead¬ 
er’s colors, or perform in MacPhail’s silks in the 
United States. 

However, the master of Glenangus plans to 
syndicate the colt for stud duty at either Glen¬ 
angus or an unannounced Kentucky Farm. *Sea 
Charger, General Staff, * Orestes III and Parnas¬ 
sus tenant the stallion barn at Glenangus. 

MacPhail maintains a small racing stable in 
England and makes frequent overseas purchases. 
Two years ago he bought a number of foreign- 
bred weanlings which were well received when 
resold at Saratoga as yearlings. The former base¬ 
ball baron and president of Bowie was instru¬ 
mental in negotiating the importation of Sea 
Charger.

and in-the-field sport, has added the three-year- 
old colt, Skeptical Kid, to her upgraded racing 
string. The new acquisition, a bay son of Fight¬ 
ing Step-Boss Well, by Boss, was out of the 
money only 3 times in 16 starts in 1955. He 
accounted for $28,895 while winning 6 races, 
finishing second 4 times, and being third on 4 
occasions. 

Skeptical Kid won the Duncan F. Kenner 
Stakes and was third in the Lafayette, Apprentice 
and Hyde Park Stakes last year at two. And, if 
memory may be trusted, he won the first two- 
year-old race of 1955 and provided the initial 
stakes victory for Owner-Trainer W. Hal Bishop, 
who annually ranks among the nations leading 
conditioners. 

In a rapidly-run seven-furlong prep race for 
Hialeah’s Flamingo, Skeptical Kid, trained by 
Monte M. Weil, beat the well-regarded three- 
year-olds, Fabius, Call Me Lucky, Greek Spy, 
Eastgate, and Nahodah, among others. He fared 
less well in the nine-furlong Flamingo, how¬ 
ever, appearing better suited to shorter distances 
in top company. 

Several other members of Mrs. Obre’s string 
are in light training at Charlie Lewis’ Meadow- 
brook Farm. They are quite keen in appearance, 
as are all of the horses in Lewis’ well-kept barn. 


MEASURED GROWTH: A survey, by the 
writer, of Maryland’s Thoroughbred farms, based 
on statistics from the MHBA farm roster which 
appeared in the February issue of The Mary¬ 
land Horse, reveals that there are now 238 
farms of 55,351 acres devoted to Thoroughbred 
production in the Free State. Tabulation shows 
1,002 mares and 98 Thoroughbred stallions for 
a farm density rating of 55.24 acres to the mare 
and a low 10.22 mares per stallion. 

Average size of the Thoroughbred farm in 
Maryland is 232.56 acres. 

Figures quoted as of February 1 list a 6.2 
per cent increase over last year in the number 
of farms; a 3.9 per cent gain in acreage devoted 
to the blood-horse; a 11.9 per cent hike in the 
number of mares; and a 13.9 per cent elevation 
in the number of stallions. 

BEATIN’ THE GATE: Lady Beware, a *BulI 
Dog mare, dam of Trackmaster, winner of the 
$155,960 Santa Anita Maturity Stakes, was sold 
for $5,800 from the C. F. Hockley consignment 
at the 1949 Maryland Fall Sales. ... The # Sickle 
mare, Raida, dam of Calumet’s good three-year- 
old, Eastgate, was purchased for Warren Wright 
for $6,500 at the C. E. Nelson Dispersal Sale 
at Ritchie, Maryland in November, 1951. East- 
gate won the 1955 renewal of the Spalding Lowe 

The Maryland Horse 
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Jenkins Stakes at Laurel. . . . C. V. Whitney’s 
Career Boy, Experimental topweight and well- 
liked in Kentucky Derby considerations, may 
open his 1956 campaign at Bowie. . . . Uncle 
Miltie, a top two-year-old of 1950, is in training 
at Laurel and presumably is essaying a come¬ 
back, as is the sensational sprinter of last spring, 
Boston Doge. . . . Nashua is a candidate for the 
Campbell Handicap. Mr. Fitz has assured 
Donald Lillis that the $100,000 Bowie race is 
on the crack colt’s agenda. Whether he goes de¬ 
pends on his weight assignment and well-being. 

The 1956 Preakness, slated for a May 19th 
renewal, drew a record number of nominations, 
176. ... A two-year-old full brother to Wilwyn 
has been named Schapiro in honor of the Laurel 
president by Robert C. Boucher, winning own¬ 
er of the first Washington D. C International. 

Willie Hartack, leading rider of 1955, will 
ply his trade at Bowie and continue on to Laurel. 

Timonium’s paddock and jocks’ room-racing 
secretary’s office have been razed to make way 
for new structures. 

A MANY-SPLENDORED THING: Few 
people other than Trainer Jimmy O’Brey at the 
Fair Grounds Racetrack on February 25 consid¬ 
ered Ann’s Love seriously in the sixth running 
of the $18,750 A. B. Letellier Memorial Handi¬ 
cap. At $23.90 to 1 the six-year-old son of Ala- 
king-Evening Shot, by Chance Shot, was the 
next-to-longest shot on the board. After break¬ 
ing torpidly, Ann’s Love trailed the eight-horse 
field for a half-mile before commencing a drive 
which propelled him to the wire a head to the 
fore of C. L. Dupuy’s favored Gaidar. Paul 
Bohenko rode the winner. 

Ann’s Love is the property of Miss Ann 
Uhlar and was bred by Mr. and Mrs. C. E. Nel¬ 
son. In 49 starts spanning five seasons the 
Maryland-bred stallion has won 8 races, been 
second 5 times and third 7 times, earning 
$48,753. 

As a two-year-old in 1952 Ann’s Love won 
the Bowie Breeders’ Stakes for the Campbell 
Stable and was beaten narrowly by Prince Dare 
in the $50,000 Maryland Gold Cup. His only 
other stakes placing was a third in the Louisiana 
Handicap last year. 

Perfect Gem In Foal 

Suspicion that a hay-"belly” might contain 
something other than hay led last month to a 
happy disclosure at the Binna Farm of Snowden 
Carter and Louis Pascal. The discovery wound 
up costing them a $1,500 stud fee, but troubles 
of that sort they are willing to tolerate. 

Perfect Gem, a five-year-old full-sister to 
Kentucky Derby winner Dark Star, had been 
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sent last spring to Crown Crest Farm’s syndi¬ 
cated stallion *Nahar II. Returned to the Binna 
Farm in Reisterstown in July, she was exam¬ 
ined and pronounced barren. 

Quite down in the mouth over the entire Ken¬ 
tucky venture (vanning, board and miscellane¬ 
ous bills had amounted to almost $1,200 ex¬ 
clusive of the live-foal guarantee stud fee), the 
owners decided to put their mare back in 
training. 

So, for two weeks, Perfect Gem galloped over 
the track at Charles Town, aiming for the Mary¬ 
land fall season. But after just this short bit of 
conditioning, Trainer Pascal reported to Co- 
Owner Carter that she wouldn’t do. "Her ankles 
are bothering her,” said Pascal. 

Retired then for a second time, the * Royal 
Gem Il-Isolde mare was shipped to the O’Farrell 
Brothers Windy Hill Farm in Westminster 
where she was turned out with the other barren 
broodmares. 

In November she was shipped to the Binna 
farm, still seemingly barren. 

Then, in early February, Perfect Gem com¬ 
menced to develop her hay-belly. It was a per¬ 
sistent sort of thing which continued to grow 
despite cuts in her feed ration. 

Finally a veterinarian was called for a re¬ 
examination. The verdict: she had been in foal 
all the time. 

Perfect Gem, a winner of two races as a 
three-year-old, is one of three mares owned by 
Carter and Pascal. The others are Little Lisa, a 
winner of six races and a daughter of Mr. 
Busher, and Daybrook, by Blue Larkspur and 
Rising Temper, a winner of 12 races and a 
daughter of Wildlife and Conspicuous, by 
Display.

Garden State Closings 

Nomination blanks for the nine stakes to be 
contested during the Spring meeting at Garden 
State Park are being distributed. The meeting 
opens on April 28 and runs through May 30. 
The feature events carry $210,000 in added 
money, with the $50,000 added Jersey Stakes, 
a test of a mile and a furlong for three-year-olds, 
highlighting the events. The Jersey will be run 
on Saturday, May 26. 

Nominations for all nine stakes dose on Mon¬ 
day, April 16. 

Delaware Big Three 

The championship aspect of the Delaware 
Handicap, worlds richest race for fillies and 
mares, is again assured by the presence in the 
nominations of Parlo and Misty Morn, who di¬ 
vided major honors of the sex in 1955. This 
was disclosed by the compilation of entries fol¬ 
lowing Delaware Park’s January campaign via 
its special triple entry blank to promote the 
track’s unparalleled Distaff Big Three, a quar¬ 
ter-million dollar jackpot for fillies and mares 
which has again received full support from 
horsemen. Not only have Parlo and Misty Morn, 
the leaders among last year’s older and three- 
year-old fillies respectively, been nominated, but 
Nasrina, Doubledogdare, July Rullah and Levee, 
four of the outstanding three-year-olds, were 
also named. The figures from B. H. Wood, Sec¬ 
retary and Assistant Treasurer, show that 81 
sophomores and 43 older fillies and mares, for 
a total of 124, were nominated. In addition there 


were seven individual entries for the Oaks, and 
one for the New Castle. 

The three races will be run in sequence on 
the last three Saturdays of the meeting starting 
with the $50,000 Oaks on June 16. The second 
event, the $40,000 New Castle is set for June 
23, while the $150,000 Delaware Handicap, 
world’s richest filly and mare race, will provide 
the climactic finish to the series on June 30. The 
Oaks is exclusively for three-year-olds, while the 
New Castle appropriately placed in the middle 
of the three fixtures as a prep for the Delaware, 
is for three-year-olds and up, as is the Delaware. 
The meeting opens May 28. 

While the stakes closed January 31, owners 
may nominate at higher rates for the three races 
May 1, the usual time of closing for all Dela¬ 
ware Park stakes. 

Chewning Named Director Of 
Armour And Company 

E. Taylor Chewning recently became the first 
member of the board of directors of Armour & 
Co. from the Maryland-Washington-Virginia 
area. 

Owner of the 500-acre Tacaro Farm in Nut- 
well. Mr. Chewning has been a resident of Mary¬ 
land for 35 years and is a president of three cor¬ 
porations in the East. 

He is also a member of the Maryland Racing 
Commission, first gaining an interim appoint¬ 
ment in 1954 and a six-year appointment in 
1955. 

Well known in racing circles as a breeder of 
Thoroughbreds as well as racing commissioner, 
Mr. Chewning gave up ownership of his racing 
stable upon appointment to the racing commis¬ 
sion. He continues to breed horses at his South¬ 
ern Maryland farm, however. 

In addition to serving on the Armour board 
of directors, Mr. Chewning is also president of 
the United Clay Products Company of Wash¬ 
ington, president of the United Clay and Supply 
Corporation of Baltimore and president of the 
Continental Clay Products Company of West 
Virginia. 

Whitney Horses At Bowie 

The strongest representation of Cornelius 
V. Whitney Thoroughbreds to race in Maryland 
in recent years is scheduled to be at Bowie, 
which opens the Maryland season on March 8. 
The formidable stable recently transferred ac¬ 
tivities to its Camden, S. C. winter training 
quarters from the Lexington, Kentucky, farm 
and will ship a division to Bowie during the 
34-day meeting. 
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STALLION REPORT 

by Joe B. Hickey, Jr. 


On the following pages will be found what 
the writer believes to be the handiest and most 
comprehensive survey published on Maryland 
stallions in recent years. It is presented in the 
hope that it will furnish a true light on its sub¬ 
ject phase of the local breeding industry and 
help the mare owner arrive at the logical stallion 
at his price. 

The survey includes every Maryland stallion 
which sired the winner of a race in 1955 and 
is divided into three classifications: general 
sire list, sires of two-year-old winners, and 
broodmare sires. For much of this information 
we are indebted to the American Thorough¬ 
bred Breeders Association, Inc., which, in its 
excellent publication, The Blood-Horse , the 
national standings are published annually. 

From The Blood-Horse tabulations, statistics 
were gathered on stallions standing in Mary¬ 
land, extracting from the lists the leaders in 
each classification on the commonly accepted 
basis of first monies earned by progeny, most 
winners, and most races won. Thus, the stand¬ 
ings are a reduction of the national picture to 
one on a state-wide level. 

In the list of broodmare sires some stallions 
long removed from the Maryland scene are in¬ 
cluded. Many are dead and some are standing 
in other states. At least part of their records 
were compiled while serving at stud in Mary¬ 
land. Because it requires the passage of a good 
number of years for a progenitor to have pro¬ 
ducing daughters, these old-timers are included 
so that they may serve as yardsticks, so to speak, 
in appraising younger stallions. In seeking out 
names of Maryland stallions of a bygone era 
from a list of more than 2,000 some may have 
been overlooked through unfamiliarity and, 
perchance, similarity of names may be responsi¬ 
ble for an occasional ringer. Every effort was 
made to keep such inaccuracies to a minimum. 

GENERAL LIST, THE LEADERS: Head¬ 
ing the list of 20 leaders in the general sire list 
is * Hunters Moon IV, which stands at Janon 
Fisher’s The Caves, at Eccleston. This 20-year- 
old son of Foxhunter-Pearl Opal, by Bruleur, 
is the sire of Neji, a four-time stakes winner 
last season which was voted Leading Steeple¬ 
chaser of 1955 in the poll conducted by Tri¬ 
angle Publications.

* Hunters Moon IV did not race at two. At 
three he was undefeated in two starts in 
France. In his brief career on the track he 
started seven times, won four and was once 
second. His victories comprised the Prix Juigne, 
Prix La Rochette, White Rose Stakes and the 
Cesarewitch Stakes. In the latter race, of about 
two miles, he carried 131 pounds. 

In addition to Guayana and Neji, his 1955 
stakes winners, * Hunters Moon IV is the sire 
of the $400,000 winner Moonrush, Rising 
Prices, Boston Moon, Stirrup Cup, and others. 

* Hunters Moon I V’s place at the top of the 
list of Maryland sires was attained through 36 
winners of 91 races and gleaners of $219,615 
in first monies. Discovery, patriarch of Saga¬ 
more, is in second place and Lochinvar, sire of 
the good 1955 campaigner Westward Ho was 
third. Grand Slam and Occupy rounded out 
the top five. Noble Impulse, a foal of 1946 and 
now dead, was the youngest sire to place among 
the top 20. 

With 39 successful progeny, Grand Slam out- 
gained * Hunters Moon IV in the most win¬ 
ners department. The Fisher stallion was sec¬ 
ond with 36 winners, followed by Occupy with 
35. Occupy in turn outdid Grand Slam in the 
races won classification 96 to 93. Both figures 
include a dead-heat. * Hunters Moon IV 
placed third. 

SIRES OF TWO-YEAR-OLDS: Stanley 
Sagner’s Saggy, forever to be remembered as 
the colt which besmirched the great Citation’s 
three-year-old record in the Chesapeake Trial, 
is Maryland’s leading sire of two-year-olds. He 
had three winners from 9 foals which won 13

*Challenger IIs brilliant career on the track 
was curtailed by an injury sustained when he 
backed into a roll of barbed wire. The late 
William L. Brann imported him from England 
to stand at his stud in Frederick County. # Chal¬ 
lenger II was immensely successful at stud. He 
was the leading sire in 1939 and the leading 
sire of two-year-olds in 1944. Among his get 
were: Challedon, Gallorette, Challenge Me, Pic- 
tor, Bridal Flower, Vincentive, and Errard. 

Grand old Discovery, the "Big Train,” ranked 
eighteenth on the national broodmare list and 
second among Maryland sires. Represented by 
36 mares, including the dam of Hasty Road and 
Traffic Judge, Discovery’s daughters produced 
53 winners of 129 races and $417,141 in first 
monies.

* Bahrain, English Triple Crown winner of 
1935, which died in Argentina in January, is 
third on the Maryland list with 40 winners 
of 93 races and $295,242 from 27 mares. 

* Bahrain was purchased in 1940 from The 
Aga Khan by an American syndicate com¬ 
posed, among others, of Maryland breeders 
Alfred G. Vanderbilt and the late Sylvester W. 
Labrot. After standing at Walter P. Chrysler’s 
North Wales Stud, Warrenton, Virginia for 
three seasons, *Bahram was moved to Saga¬ 
more where he held court until sold to Argen¬ 
tine interests in 1945 for $130,000. 

Peace Chance, winner of the 1934 Belmont 
Stakes, which stood at Danny Shea’s Merry- 
land Farm, Hyde, until his death several years 
ago, was fourth on the broodmare list with 41 
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winners of 107 races (including 3 dead-heats) 
and $140,182. He was represented by 26 pro¬ 
ducing daughters. 

Swing and Sway, recently returned to Mary¬ 
land after a period of stud duty in Kentucky, is, 
at 18, the youngest sire to make the list of 20 
Maryland leaders. Swing and Sway placed 17th. 

* Challenger II, Discovery and Peace Chance, 
in that order, placed first, second and third in both 
most winners and most races won.

Nominees to 1956 Preakness 

A record 176 colts and geldings have been 
nominated for the 80th running of the $100,000 
Preakness at Pimlico Race Course. 

The 1 3/l6th-mile classic for three-year-olds 
—middle jewel in racing’s coveted Triple Crown 
—is scheduled for Saturday, May 19, two weeks 
after the Kentucky Derby and a month before 
the Belmont Stakes. 

The largest previous nomination list was in 
1955 when 151 were named for the "run for the 
black-eyed susans.” That one was won by Belair’s 
Nashua which went on to be named Horse of 
the Year as have five of the last ten Preakness 
winners. 

Pointing up the enthusiasm of the nominators 
for the Baltimore horse classic is the fact that 
nine of the top ten colts on the Experimental 
Handicap list have been made eligible. The lone 
exception is Prince John which is out of action 
with a fractured foot. 

The other nine won nearly a million dollars 
in purses and 22 major stakes races among them 
during their juvenile careers in 1955. The four 
winners of $100,000 or more last season that are 
eligible are C. V. Whitney’s Career Boy, Mrs.

The famed Calumet Farm of Mrs. Gene 
Markey headed its nominations with a three-way 
punch of Liberty Sun, Fabius and Eastgate. Train¬ 
er Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons, who conditioned 
Nashua for his 1955 Preakness victory, this year 
will try with Wheatley Stable’s Gray Phantom. 

All parts of the nation were well represented 
in the nominations. Rex Ellsworth, who failed 
to make the sensational Swaps eligible last sea¬ 
son, this year put in his highly regarded Terrang 
and a full brother to Swaps named Like Magic. 
Californian R. S. Lytle, whose Correlation was 
second to Hasty Road in the 1954 Preakness, 
named Nuclear Power. Andy Crevolin, whose 
Determine won the 1954 Kentucky Derby, but 
was not in the Preakness, this time put in Swift 
Boots and Document. 

Executive Director of Pimlico Louis Pond- 
field pointed out that there will be no need for 
any late-developing horse to miss a chance at 
the Triple Crown. Both the Preakness and Bel¬ 
mont Stakes have provisions for supplemental 
nominations at a premium fee following the 
running of the Kentucky Derby. 

The supplementary fee for the Preakness is 
$7,500 payable by Monday, May 7 two days 
following the Derby. 

There have been eight Triple Crown winners. 
Starting with Sir Barton in 1919, they were 
Gallant Fox in 1930, Omaha in 1935, War 
Admiral in 1937, Whirlaway in 1941, Count 
Fleet in 1943, Assault in 1946 and Citation in 
1948.

"Neji", the leading steeplechaser of 1955, is by 
^Hunters Moon IV, Maryland’s leading sire in 1955. "Swing 
& Sway", grandson of "Pennant" (sire of the great "Jolly 
Roger") has returned to Maryland where he previously sired 
a group of extremely precocious jumpers. "Grand Slam", 
many times among the twenty leading sires, and sire of the 
good steeplechaser "Extra Points", is available in 
Harford County. "Swashbuckler", sire of the Maryland Hunt 
Cup winner "Third Army", is still going strong at "The 
Caves". 

There are certain types of persons who cannot 
understand the reasons for brush and timber racing nor 
why anyone is so foolish as to breed jumpers. To such 
persons the breeding and racing of horses is strictly a 
commercial venture. Understanding of the background of 
amateur racing and fox-hunting and the personal satisfaction 
of riding a good horse across a good country is beyond 
their comprehension.
